At the same time there 
came out of the mouth of the mine au 
immense 
cloud of dense smoke 
and 
dust that 
floated 
across the Youg- 
hiogheny river. 


Intuitively everyone in the vicinity 
knew 
what had happened, and all 
started for the one place, the mouth 
of the mine. The river separates the 
mine and the homes of many of the 
miners, so that only a portion of those 
who started for the scene were able 
to reach it, there being scant facilities 
for crossing the stream. To those who 
could not cross the water, the smoke 
and 
dust 
pouring 
from t h e mine's 
mouth told a story of seething 
flames 
back in the workings, and from this 
source came reports that were 
per- 
slstei\t that the mine was burning. 


The ventilating fans were kept in 
operation almost witJiout Interruption, 
however, 
the a^ower 
plant 
having 
withstood the force of the explosion, 
and up to this time the rescuers have 
found no fire any place in the mine. 
As far as known only one man who 
went to work in the morning made his 
escape. 


Joseph 
MiSfcpleton, 
a 
pumper, 
emerged from one of the side entries 
shortly after the explosion. 
He had 
left the part of the mine where most 
of the men were working and was on 
his way to the englneroom for oil. 


"I was near entry twenty-one," said 
he, "when I heard a n awful rumbling. 
I started towards the entry, but the 
next instant I was blinded, and for a 
little 
time I didn't 
know 
anything. 
Then I got to the side entry and work- 
ed my way out," 


Mapleton was somewhat 
cut and 
bruised, but after going home and hav- 
ing his injuries dressed he returned 
to the mine and joined the rescuiu:? 
parties. 


William Kelvington, 
superintendent 
of the mine, was not in the mine at 
the time the explosion occurred, and 
he quickly organized rescuing parties, 
starting one force of twenty-five men 
with reliefs at short intervals in the 
main entry, and a similar force at a 
side entry. It Is hoped to reach the 
greater 
part of the victims 
through 


the latter. 


The only means of

mouth of the mine from Jacobs Creek, 
where most of the miners' homes ar'? 
located, Is by means of a "sky ferry," 
a basket-like car suspended

cable. In which the men pull

There is much

Jacob Keeney, residing at Folma, near 
Shrewsbury, York county, was whirled 
around a shaft in his saw mill shortly af­ 
ter 8 o’clock Friday night and fatally in­ 
jured.

Owen Sound, Ont., Dec. 21.—The 
two-year-old son of James Cathrea, of 
Aydenham township, after watching 
his parents singe the down from some 
plucked fowls, lit a roll of paper when 
left alone with his baby sister and 
applied it to the child’s dress. The 
baby was so badly burned that it died 
half an hour later. 


Jacobs Creek, Pa., Dec. 21.—From 
Ihe Darr mine» of the Pittsburg Coal 
tompany, where a terrible explosion 
imprisoned, and almost beyond doubt 
killed every one of the 200 or more 
men who had entered the mine for the 
day, only a few bodies 
had 
been 
brought to the surface. 


Most of the men are still hemmed in 
by heavy falls of slate and other roof 
formation, a mile and a half and more 
beyond the point to which the rescuers 
have penetrated up to this time. There 
is still a flickering hope that some of 
them may yet be living, but the disclo­ 
sures of the investigations so far made 
leave little or no basis for this hope. 


As was the case at Monongah, the 
explosion followed a brief shutdown, 
the Darr mine having been closed on 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 
When the 
tenth trip of loaded cars had been 
brought out to the tipple there came 
an awful rumbling sound, followed 
immediately by a loud report and a 
concussion that shook nearby build­ 
ings and was felt within a radius of ! 
several miles. At the same time there j 
came out of the mouth of the mine an 
immense cloud of dense smoke and 
dust that 
floated 
across the Youg- 
hiogheny river. 


Intuitively everyone in the vicinity 
knew what had 
happened, and 
all 
started for the one place, the mouth 
of the mine. The river separates the 
mine and the homes of many of the 
miners, so that only a portion of those 
who started for the scene were able 
to reach it, there being scant facilities 
for crossing the stream. To those who 
could not cross the water, the smoke 
and dust 
pouring 
from the mine’s 
mouth told a story of seething flames 
back in the workings, and from this 
source came reports that were per­ 
sistent tliat the mine was burning. 


The ventilating fans were kept in 
operation almost w ithout interruption, 
however, 
the 
flower 
plant 
having 
withstood the force of the explosion, 
and up to this time the rescuers have 
found no fire any place in the mine. 
As far as known only one man who 
went to work in the morning made his 
escape. 


Joseph 
M^pleton, 
a 
pumper, 
emerged from one of the side entries 
shortly after the explosion. 
He had 
left the part of the mine where most 
of the men were working and was on 
his way to the engineroom for oil. 


“I was near entry twenty-one,” said 
he, "when I heard an awful rumbling. 
I started towards the entry, but the 
next instant I was blinded, and for a 
little time I didn't know anything. 
Then I got to the side entry and work­ 
ed my way o u t/’ 


Mapleton was somewhat 
cut 
and 
bruised, but after going home and hav­ 
ing his injuries dressed he returned 
to the mine and joined the rescuing 
parties. 


William Kelvington, superintendent 
of the mine, was not in the mine at 
the time the explosion occurred, and 
he quickly organized rescuing parties, 
starting one force of twenty-five men 
with reliefs at short intervals in the 
main entry, and a similar force at a 
side entry. It is hoped to reach thp 
greater part of the victims through 
the latter. 


The only means of 
reaching the 
mouth of the mine from Jacobs Creek, 
where most of the miners’ homes ar^ 
located, is by means of a “sky ferry," 
a basket-like car suspended from a 
cable, in which the men pull them­ 
selves back and forth. This car only 
accommodates si* persons, and there 
is almost a riot every time it starts 
There 
is 
much 
drunkenness 
her*3, 
some of the men who got a good start 
on account of the holiday continuing 
their carousal after the explosion in 
celebration of their escape. There are 
fears in some quarters of serious dis­ 
orders, and there is a report out that 
the state constabulary may be called 
here for guard duty until the rescue 
work is completed,

He had shot himself in th< 
mouth and again in the right temple 
A revolver was clutched in the righ 
hand. Oliphant had slipped from hit 
clmir and lay half concealed undei 
his desk. 
A bullet had entered th< 
stomach. 
The broker was still con 
scious. 
At the hospital, where thi 
operation ^ f laparotomy was perform 
ed, it was found that the bullet har 
grazed the kidneys and lodged in the 
back. It was not removed. 


It is said Geiger lost $75,000 specu 
lating in Steel common. It is believec 
this deranged his mind.

Summers, who was later cap­ 
tured by a posse, was taken to Green­ 
ville, Pa., to prevent mob violence 
threatened by enraged farmers. 


Miss McCrumb was walking from the 
schoolliouse to her home, a distance of 
a mile, when the assault was attempt­ 
ed. Her 
screams 
attracted William 
Carr, a farmer, who gave the alarm. 
Summers made his escape. A posse 
was immediately formed and following 
a search of several hours Summers was 
found hiding behind a monument in a 
cemetery overlooking the town. 


In the meantime word of the assault 
had spread and hundreds of persons 
gathered about the jail demanding the 
prisoner.

Desmond, known to surgical circles as 
“The Needle Lady," from ttie fact that 
she swallowed twelve dozen assorted 
needles a year ago with suicidal in­ 
tent, is dying in the Fordham hospital. 
She underwent her twenty-sixth oper­ 
ation for the removal of needles from 
her system several days ago and has 
failed to rally from succeeding com­ 
plications. 


It was despondency over matrimon­ 
ial trouble that prompted Mrs. Des 
raond to take a dose of needles in the 
first place. She was operated on and 
something like 100 of the little pieces 
of 
steel 
were 
removed 
from 
her 
stomach. 


She has spent most of her time in j 
the last year in hospitals. With the 
aid of the X-ray and powerful magnete 
needles were located and drawn from 
her skin and tissues. About a month 
ago the medical men told Mrs. Des 
mond that they had accounted for all 
but eight of the 144 needles she had!

Dog« suffering- from rabies at this eeason 
of the year seems something a little out of 
the ordinary, but one on last Tueeday 
caused considerable trouble and a big 
scare near this place. 
A stray dog was 
found in the yard at the home of Mr 
Hanson Hersh along tho New Chester road 
about H miles from town, playing with 
the dog belonging to Mr. Hersh, but left 
on the command of Mrs. Hersh* 
The an 
imal went out the New Chester road and 
bit a dog at the home of Robert Wolf 
He next visited the home of M. W. Hil 
debrand and bit his dog. 


At the home of Mr. Henry Kaiser, on 
the J. O. Swartz farm, the dog ran into 
the yard, where Mr. Kaiser’s son John 
was feeding the chickens and made a dash 
for his face, when the boy threw up his 
arm for protection, and the animal’s teeth 
were sank through the boy’s clothing, and 
into the right arm near the wrist, making 
considerable of a flesh wound. 
The boy’s 
injuries were cauterized by a physician 
and tho following morning he was taken 
to the Pasteur Institute at Baltimore for 
treatment. 


The dog made swift strides and his work 
was accomplished before any one could 
get a chance to shoot him. 
The dog also 
bit the dog of Peter Menges, and at the 
home of Mr. Daniel Wolf tho animal made 
a dash for thejace of Mr. Wolf who was 
standing at the door of his wash house, 
but Mr. Wolf, fortunately fell backward 
into the door, and by this time the rabid 
animal was attacked by the dog of Mr. E.

Several days previous to the above a 
strange dog, also supposed to be suffering 
from rabies, came to the home of Mr. Har­ 
ry Zepp, on the old Dechert farm in Stra- 
ban township, where he bit a cow and 
mule, and then disappeared.

Bakery Boiler Burst. 


Hanover Dec. 19.— \ terrific explosion 
caused much excitement among the resi­ 
d e n ts ^ the vicinity of High and Poplm 
street« shortly after 8 o’clock this morn­ 
ing. 
Excited people rushed from their 
homes to ascertain tho cause, which prov­ 
ed to be the explosion of the boiler in O*

Honey, or a colony for an apiary, 
Ji5 the usual object of bee hunting; 
but. even If one is not particularly 
desirous of these things» the outdoor 
pxercise, the necessity of keen per- 
ceptive powers 
and a little excite- 
ment nov/ and thon, should 
prove 
sufllcient recommendations. 


Autumn Is the best season for the 
sport, for thon the supply of nectar 
runs low in tho flowors, and the hoes 
will be quick to take our bait. 
This 
consists of a pint bottle filled with 
honoy that has been diluted with an 
equal quart of warm water. 
For its 
use we 
have a 
specially prepared 
wooden box about four and one-half 
inches square; It is bottomless, but 
at the top there is a pioce of glass 
that Slides in grooves. 
Fixed in the 
box so as to leave opon spacos on two 
sidos Is what boe-koopers call a feed- 
er, being an arrangemont containing 
111 tie troughs from which the bees 
can sip their syrup without danger of 
falling in. 


Many hunters, it is true, use for 
this purpose devices Jess elaborate 
(your farmer's boy is generally con- 
tent with an ordinary glass tumbler 
and a piece of honeycomb); but it is 
always well to use the- best possible 
equipment. 


The necessity for some kind of 
a trap containing sweets becomes evi- 
dent when it is considered that a bee 
will not make a line for home until 
its honey sac is full, which means, 
when nectar fs flowing the freest, 
a visit to seven or eight flowers and 
frequently in the fall to more than 
a hundred 
flowers—this, 
too,, despite 
the fact that fts honey sac has room 
for only a tiny drop, being less than 
one-seventh of an inch in diameter 
when extondod' to its limit. 


So, with oirr^ bait and himtlng-box 
and a binocular field glass, we sally 
forth. 
There are many other things 
we shall need' when we have found 
our bee-tree, 
but, until we 
do. it 
would be foolish to encumber our- 
selves with them. 
It is* a fine fall 
morning. 
The trees are beginning 
to robe themselves in thefr fiery fo- 
liage. and although the country is 
bathed in a flood of genial sunshine, 
there is enough snap in the air to 
mako walking a treat.. 
Up the road 
we go, and then across country to the 
fields 
near the woods in which we 
have reason to suspect the existence 
of many colonies of bees. 


As we approach we see quantities 
of the 
little honey-makers 
flying 
around 
among the 
goldenrod, the 
plant from which, in most localities 
throughout the north, they draw their 
chief supplies during the fall. 
The 
time for action has come. 
We stop 
to pour a little honey Into the feeder, 
then sneak up to a bee that is hover- 
ing on a flower and cautiously clap 
the box over it. 
Immediately you 
close the bottom of the box with 
your other hand, and the bee. not a 
little startled, buzzes up against the 
glass. 
Soon, however, it smells the 
honey In the feeder, and, forgetting 
everything else, settles quietly down 
to sip.

So far so good.

There are no 
stumps 
convenient, 
but 
that little 
knoll will do. 
You kneel down on 
one side of the knoll, with your head 
close to the box, and the glass slide 
is withdrawn. 
Watch closely now 
M'hat direction the bees take when 
they come out. 
If possible, keep the 
sky for a background, and it will help 
you to discern their line. 


One has taken wing. 
It circles 
about the box in order to fix the lo- 
cation firihly in its "mind" so that 
it may find it again without trouble 
—after working so hitrd to get a re-

It is said that each circle the bee 
bears more to one side, in the direc- 
tion of its home; but its oscillations 
are so eccentric that, with our limit- 
ed experience, it is almost impossible 
to follow it. 


It disappears Just as another bee 
issues from the box, and neither of 
us is sure of the line, but the failure 
of our first attempt does not dis- 
courage us, 
Two bees are now circ- 
ling about the box. 
We are getting 
cross-eyed trying to keep track of 
them. 
A moment more and another 
is gone. 
Again we missed it. 
Then 
the third one goes. 
This time we got 
the line, but, strange to say, instead 
of leading to the woods, it passes 
over a hill to the left. 
Perhaps the 
bee-tree stands comparatively alone. 
If so it will be all the easier to find. 


Closing the slide over our empty 
box, we hurry to the hill and eagerly 
ascend It. 
And then what a sad sur- 
prise! 
In an orchard behind a farm- 
house we see eight or ten hives of 
an up-to-date apiary, which means 
that we have been dining domesti- 
cated bees. 
We she aid have made 
sure we were a mile or two away 
from the nearest aj>iary, bees ordi- 
narily ranging that far from home. 


However, our only chance is to put 
a safe distance between us and the 
apiary we have stumbled across. 
As 
we force our way through the under- 
brush and go crunching over dead 
leaves. I venture the remark that the 
ov/ner of the apiary woul'l rx- thank 
us If he knew we had caught some 
of hia bees. 
There is. aU\ays danger 
of bees demoralizing their comrades 
when they obtain honey as easily 
as those we caught did. 
In spite of 
the reputation they have of alv;ays 
improving the shining hours^ bees 


sibly by their excited actions^ those 
that got our honey let their com- 
rades in thp hive know that some- 
thing good had been discovered. 


If the 
matter 
ended 
there it 
wouldn't be so had; but the mischief 
Is that, having had a taste of graft, 
bees, for all the world like huntans. 
are likely to take to out-and-out rob- 
bery; which is fc» say that they are 
likely to go prowling around the- 
apiary until thpy find a colony that 
has been Aveakcned by the loss of its 
queen,, its brot)d-comb. or by some 
other cause, 
nnd then 
proceed to- 
overpower the sentinels stationed at 
the entrance, rush in and help them- 
selves to all the sto-res. 
Let us hope 
that our innocent action led to no 
such fatal consequences. 


There- are bees on the asters on 
the other side of the woods, and we 
can take a chance on their 
being 
wild ones. 
We hasten over to the 
field and trap several more 'in our 
box and find' a suitable stump to set 
the box on. 


This time we- manage to line the 
second bee out,, and as the line leads 
to the woods, our hopes for a suc- 
cessful hunt are raised. 
We decide 
that the line passes by a tree with 
a blasted top about half a mile away. 
It is well to have some object to maz-k 
it by. 


We wait for further developments. 
Presently one of our little friends 
we released with a load of honey 
comes buzzing back. 
Hear his high- 
pitched 
humming?" 
That 
is pre- 
cisely the same note robbers make 
when, having had a taste of graft, 
they hover before a strange hive pre- 
paratory to a raid. 
Our bee couldn't 
have been gone more than five min- 
utes. 
That means its nest is only 
a short distance away, as it is. said 
that bees^ on an average, will take 
five minutes to fly a mile and spend 
about two minutes unloading. 
And 
our bee has brought others with him. 
which is more evidence of the near- 
ness of the nest. 


Felicitating ourselves on our luck, 
we close the slide of the box and 
move forward on the line so as to 
be nearer to the woods. 
Again we 
open the box and soon it is fairly alive 
with bees that have rushed from their 
nest to get a share of the 
spoils. 
This practical demonstration of in- 
stinct excites our profound interest, 
and we cannot choose but marvel at 
the omnipotence of the Creator who 
packs so much intelligence in crea- 
tures so tiny and delicate. 


Again we take a squint at a bee 
as it circles about the box before de- 
parting with a load. 
Having seen 
it bear for home, we are able to cor- 
rect our line. 
Wo thought it led to 
the left of the blasted tree, but now 
we know it leads just to the right. 
Very good. 
We take the box and 
move off thirty or forty rod^ to one 
side. 
This enables us to start the 
bees on a cross-line; a line, that is. 
which will meet our original one at 
an acute angle. The object, of course, 
is to fix definitely the situation of the 
nest, which, as boss Invariably take 
a straight line for home, will be at 
the vertex. 
It sounds simple, but we 
find that to make the calculation to 
a nicety out in the open is far from 
easy. 
In fact, after we have started 
two or three bees on the cross-lino 
we have only a hazy notion as to 
where the vertex of our angle may 
be. 
We advance, however, in the di- 
rection of where we think it is. 


Just before plunging back into the 
woods, we stop to get another line 
work. 
We don't have ta trap the 
bees now; for they are about us in 
great numbers, and the instant we 
withdraw the slide of the box they 
are at the hone3% 
So much has been 
carried off that another filling of the 
feeder is necessary. 
Our latest line 
shows us we are heading in the right 
direction. 
We re-enter 
the 
woods 
and press on. 


After we have put about half a 
mile between us and our original 
stand, we once more expose the honey 
and make the important discovery 
that we have passed beyond the bee- 
tree; for our little friends are turn- 
ing back on the line, 
We mark the 
spot, and 
hasten back 
some forty 
rods. 
Again we expose the honey. 
Good; 
the bees have resumed their 
original direction. 
In ether words, 
we are very near to the bee-tree, as 
it must be between us and the spot 
where the bees turned back. 
The 
time has come when we can cross- 
line to great advantage. 
We leave 
the box where It is, and about ten 
or twelve rods to one side pour some 
honey on the ground. 
Thus we have 
the bees flying into their tree from 
two directions. 
We eagerly seek tho 
spot where we calculate that the two 
lines meet. 


Arriving there, v;e find a cluster 
of trees, and we cannot be sure which 
one contains the nest. 
So we make 
a careful examination of them all, 
looking especially for hollows, and 
using our 
field-glass 
to sweep 
the 
tops. 
Suddenly we exclaim. -"Here 
they are!" 
Up near the top Of a tall 
chestnut we cau plainly see the bees 


passing !n and out of a cavity în tht 
limb. 
Our elation Is pardouable; for 
not all hunters find a tree as easily 
as we did; sometimes they have to 
keep lining and cross-lining until they 
actually see the bees flying from the 
honey into the tree. 


But, now that we have found the 
tree, how are we going ^o get at the 
nest, fifty feet In the air? 
It is too 
fine a chestnut to chop down, and the 
only thing to do is to climb it. 
For 
this we 
shall need 
various Imple- 
ments. and, after marking the tree 
for Identification, we return home. 
A young farmer to whom we confide 
our discovery Is impressed by our 
statement that the bees seem to be 
pretty fair Italians, and volunt(?er9 
to climb the tree, if we will permit 
him to capture the colony to start fin 
apalry with. 
As we do not want th© 
bees, nor have much zeal for the 
climbing job, we gladly close with hi» 
offer. 


Accordingly, on 
the next 
after- 
noon, all three of us start for the bee- 
tree, formidably armed with a pair 
of stell-spunred climbers,, an axe, saw 
and auger, Îong lengths of rope and 
clothes-line, a good-sized basket, bee- 
veils and a bellows bee-smoker. This 
last object. boiTowed from' a neigh- 
boring apiary, hums 
rotted wood to 
create smoke to- puff at bees when 
they show too enthusiastic a desire 
tot get rid of their stings. 
Upon our 
arnval at the tre^e 
le young farmer 
straps the climbers to his legs, ties 
an' end of the clothes-line abont his 
waist and cautiously ascends. 
When 
he- reaches the limb containing the 
nest ha puts on a veil and hauls up, 
br means 
of the 
clothes-line,, the 
auger and the smoker. 
Crawling out 
to the entrance of the nest, he takes 
the precaution to send in a puff or 
two of smoke. 
You may kill bees 
by the score and succeed only in stir- 
ring up the survivors to 
renewed 
fury, but a little smoke usually makes 
them as- gentle as lambs. 


Sometimes bee hunters slaughter 
the entire 
colony with 
brimstone;-, 
but sucli an 
unsportsmanlike 
pro- 
ceeding is not to be tolerated,, imless 
there is good reason for the massa- 
cre, such as is presented when the 
woods are full of Germans and hy- 
brids, and apiarists in the vicinity 
Wish to keep their Italian colonies 
pure. 
An apiarist in Tenessee,. it 
may be said in this connection, is now 
offering 
a substantial 
reward for 
every colony of German or hybrid 
bees taken *'dead or alive" within 
four miles of his hives. 


All the honey bees in this country 
having originally been imported from 
Europe or Asia, there is no racial 
difference between the wild ones and 
the domesticated; those that live in 
trees are simply the descendants of 
those that from time to time have 
taken 
"French 
leave" 
from their 
ownergi hives and reverted to a state 
of nature. 
The vast bulk of the wild 
bees are of thé German or black 
race, while the standard 
domesti- 
cated bee is the Italian; but that, 
however, is only jDecause the Ger- 
mans were the fir^ to be introduced 
here. 
Just when the Germans came 
is in doubt, but it was sometime in the 
seventeenth century; certainly it was 
not until near the close of the eight- 
eenth century that any bees were 
found west of the Mississippi. 
The 
Indians used to say they could mark 
the advance of the white man by the 
appearance'of bees In the woods. The 
Italian bees were first imported in 
1860. 
Better tempered and more in- 
dustrious than the Germans, 
they 
have become very popular with apiar- 
ists; but as many still keep the Ger- 
man bee, and others have the hybrid 
formed by the crossing of the two 
races, while countless Italians now 
have taken to the woods, there to 
breed more hybrids, it is clear that 
there is no sure way of distinguish- 
ing between the wild bee and the 
domesticated. 


When honey is the only object of 
the hunter the custom is to open the 
hollow, cut out the combs and lower 
them in a basket or pail; but if you 
want the bees as well, it Is advisable 
to obtain possession of the whole sec- 
tion of the tree containing the nest. 
Such a thing Is not always feasible; 
but the young farmer has decided 
that it is in this case. 
First he bores 
holes in the limb with the auger, to 
see how far the hollow extends. Then 
we send him up the saw and axe. 
He cuts off the part of the limb ex- 
tending beyond the hollow. 
Now he 
is ready for the rope, which he hauls 
up at the end of the clothes-line. He 
ties the rope about the limb, passes 
the free end of the rope over a limb 
a little higher up and lets it drop 
to the ground. 
There we keep tight 
hold of the rope until he saws and 
chops the desired limb free from the 
tree, and it is lowered gently to the 
ground. 


We now have an opportunity to 
examine our prize. 
Ono of the de- 
lights of bee hunting is the uncer- 
tainty as to whether your work is to 
be rewarded with a hun.lrsd pounds 
of honey or practically none. It looks 
as if we should get about fifty pounds. 
Some of It probably will be the pro- 
duct of previous seasons, and it is 
all sure to be a mixture produced 
from the various kinds of 
flowers; 
but such is wild hcnev. and there has 
been the joy in the finding of it! 


The young farmer jigrees that the 
bees are nearly pure ItaiV.ns. 
He 
will leave the log v/her3 it is until 
toward dark. 
By that time all the 
bees will have found and returned 
to their nest. 
The entrance can then 
be closed with a screen, the log car- 
ried home and the bees transferred 
to a hive. 
Thus the little çreaturea 
will have a better home than they 
had before, and we shalj have the 
satisfaction of 
^inowing 
that they 
were not made to suffer because of 
our sport,—From the Outjng Maga?

Lumber Camp Deer Butchers. 


In certain districts of the Adiron- 
dacks the depredations of the lumber 
camps on the deer supply are continu- 
ous. 
extensive and 
serious. 
The 
crews are fed on venison taken in 
close season by Fi*ench Canadian em- 
ployes of the camps. 
The number 
of deer destroyed is very large. The 
extent and nature of the illicit hunt- 
ing are recognized, but owing to the 
pecuilar conditions surrounding the 
camps the game protectors have not 
been able to cope with the evil. 


It is proposed by Adirondack resi- 
dents and other intei'ested persons to 
ask at the coming session of the Leg- 
islature the enforcement of a law to 
forbid the possession of firearms in 
the close season within the limits of 
the Adirondack park. 
It is believed 
that this would go far to solve the 
difiiculty, for the lumber camp butch- 
ers could hardly use their arms with- 
out discovery, and if the penalty of 
fine or imprisonment with confisca- 
tion of the illicit weapons were at- 
tached there would be need of only a 
very fev/ convictions to put a sum- 
mary stop to the butchery of deer for 
feeding tree choppers. 


It is true that under tho law as it 
now stands relative to non-resident 
hunters something might be done to 
check the ravages of the Canadians 
in the North Woods; for the statute 
forbids them from 
hunting 
unless 
they shall have paid a non-resident 
license fee of f25 if they come from 
Ontario or Quebec. 
None of these 
hunters have any such license; and 
every one of them is subject to a 
penalty for hunting without 
a li- 
cense; but the protectors have not

similar purposes. 


The- cutting of whalebone, that is, 
changing the rough slabs into the 
forms and sizes suitable to tho differ- 
ent uses, is carried on principally in 
New York City and Boston.

Deep-Sea W ater is Free of Microbes. 


The result of the prince of Monaco’s 
deep-sea soundings continue to inter­ 
est the Academy of Science at Paris. 
At the last meeting: reports were read 
of the prince’s latest investigations 
of the floor of 
the 
Mediterranean. 
One of the Tacts was that “at the bot­ 
tom of the. Mediterranean tho temper­ 
ature of the water was at 15 degrees 
above zero (centigrade), whereas in 
the Atlantic the temperature 
a t 
a 
depth of 3,000 or 4,000 
meters 
is 
scarcely 2 degrees above zero. 
An­ 
other interesting discovery was that 
though the water of the sea near the 
mouth of rivers was unusually full of 
microbes, and though harmful germs 
were even found upon the surface in 
midocean, a t a depth of 1,000 meters 
nea water is absolutely sterile.

Hunting the Wild Honey Bee. 


By DAVID ALMON\ 


Steel ties exclusively are to be 
used on the Bessemer and Lake Erie 
Railway herealter, according to aq 
announcem ent made by Chief Engi­ 
neer Porter, 


Honey, or a colony for an apiary, 
la the usual object of bee hunting; 
but, even if one is not particularly 
desirous of these things, the outdoor 
exercise, tho necessity of keen per­ 
ceptive powers 
and a little excite­ 
m ent now and then, should prove 
sufficient recommendations. 


Autumn is the best season for the 
sport, for then the supply of nectar 
runs low in the flowers, and the bees 
will be quick to take our bait. 
This 
consists of a pint bottle filled with 
honey that has been diluted with an 
equal quart of warm water. 
For its 
use we 
have a 
specially prepared 
wooden box about four and one-half 
inches square; it is bottomless, but 
at the top there is a piece of glass 
th at Slides in grooves. 
Fixed in the 
box so as to leave open spaces 011 two 
sides is what bee-keepers call a feed­ 
er, being an arrangem ent containing 
little troughs from which the bees 
can sip their syrup without danger of 
falling in. 


Many hunters, it is true, use for 
this purpose devices less elaborate 
(your farm er's boy is generally con­ 
tent with an ordinary glass tumbler 
and a piece of honeycom b); but it is 
always well to use th e best possible 
equipment. 


The necessity for some kind of 
a trap containing sweets becomes evi­ 
dent when it is considered that a bee 
will not make“ a line fo r home until 
its honey sac is full, which means, 
when nectar fs flowing the freest, 
a visit to seven or eight flowers and 
frequently in the fall to more than 
a hundred flowers— this, too, despite 
the fact th at its honey sac has room 
for only a tiny drop, being less than 
one-seventh of an inch in diameter 
when extended' to its limit. 


So, with oirr; bait and hunting-box 
and a binocular field glass, we sally 
forth. 
There are many other things 
we shall need' when we have found 
our bee-tree, 
but, until we 
do, it 
would be foolish to encumber our­ 
selves with them. 
It is* a fine fall 
morning. 
The trees are beginning 
to robe themselves in th eir fiery fo­ 
liage, and although the country is 
bathed in a flood of genial sunshine, 
there is enough snap in the air to 
m ake walking a treat. 
Up the road 
we go, and then across country to the 
fields near the woods in which we 
have reason to suspect the existence 
of many colonies of bees. 


As we approach we see quantities 
of the 
little honey-makers 
flying 
around 
among the 
goldenrod, the 
plant from which, in most localities 
throughout the north, they draw their 
chief supplies during the fall. 
The 
time for action has come. 
We stop 
to pour a little honey into the feeder, 
then sneak up to a bee th a t is hover­ 
ing on a flower and cautiously clap 
the box over it. 
Immediately you 
close the bottom of the box with 
your other hand, and the bee, not a 
little startled, buzzes up against the 
glass. 
Soon, however, it smells the 
honey in the feeder, and, forgetting 
everything else, settles quietly down 
to sip. 
This gives you the oppor­ 
tunity to catch another bee in'* the 
same m anner; and you soon have four 
or five prisoners in the box. 


So far so good. 
B ut the crucial 
moment approaches. 
We look hur­ 
riedly about for an eminence upon 
which to set the box. 
There are no 
stumps convenient, but 
that little 
knoll will do. 
You kneel down on 
one side of the knoll, with your head 
close to the box, and the glass slide 
is withdrawn. 
W atch closely now 
w hat direction the bees take when 
they come out. 
If possible, keep the 
sky for a background, and it will help 
you to discern their line. 


One has taken wing. 
It circles 
about the box in order to fix the lo­ 
cation flnhly in its “m ind" so th at 
it may find it again w ithout trouble 
— after working so hrfrd to get a re­ 
spectable load of nectar from the 
flowers the honey in the box must 
seem to it like a little gold mine. 
It is said th at each circle the bee 
bears more to one side, in the direc­ 
tion of its home; but its oscillations 
are so eccentric that, with our limit­ 
ed experience, it is almost impossible 
to follow it. 


It disappears just as another bee 
issues from the box, and neither of 
us is sure of the line, but the failure 
of our first attem pt does not dis­ 
courage us. 
Two bees are now circ­ 
ling about the box. 
We are getting 
cross-eyed trying to keep track of 
them. 
A moment more and another 
is gone. 
Again we missed it. 
Then 
the third one goes. 
This time we got 
the line, but, strange to say, instead 
of leading to the woods, it passes 
over a hill to the left.. 
Perhaps the 
bee-tree stands comparatively alone. 
If so it will be all the easier to find. 


Closing the slide over our empty 
box, we hurry to the hill and eagerly 
ascend it. 
And then w hat a sad sur­ 
prise! 
In an orchard behind a farm ­ 
house we see eight or ten hives of 
an up-to-date apiary, which means 
th at we have been dining domesti­ 
cated bees. 
We she aid have made 
sure we were a mile or two away 
from the nearest apiary, bees ordi­ 
narily ranging th at far from home. 


However, our only chance is to put 
a safe distance between us and the 
apiary we have stumbled across. 
As 
we force our way through the under­ 
brush and go crunching over dead 
leaves, I venture the rem ark that the 
owner of the apiary would r.c« thank 
us if he knew we had caught some 
of his bees. 
There Is. always danger 
of bees demoralizing their comrades 
when they obtain honey as easily 
as those we caught did. 
In spite of 
the reputation they have of always 
improving the shining hours, bee3 


are like men *n the respect that they 
are prone to wander from the path 
of honest industry when the -possi­ 
bility 
presents 
Itself 
of 
gaining 
wealth 
without rendering 
a due 
equivalent. 


If we had waited where those we 
caught took wing we should doubt­ 
less have 
seen them 
return with 
scores of others. 
It is not to be sup­ 
posed that bees can directly commu­ 
nicate to one another anything save 
the simplest ideas such as joy, sor­ 
row, anger, etc.— which ideas are as­ 
sociated with particular notes pro­ 
duced by the whirring of their wings 
— hut in some mysterious way, pos­ 
sibly by their excited actions, those 
that got our honey let their com­ 
rades in the hive know th at some­ 
thing good had been discovered. 


If the 
m atter 
ended 
there it 
wouldn’t be so had; but the mischief 
is that, having had a taste of graft, 
bees, for all the world like humans, 
are likely to take to out-and-out rob­ 
bery; which is to say that they are 
likely to go prowling around the* 
apiary until they find a colony th at 
has been weakened by the loss of its 
queen,, its brood-comb, or by some 
o th er cause, 
and then 
proceed to’ 
overpower the sentinels stationed at 
the entrance, rush in and help them ­ 
selves to all the stores. 
Let us hope 
th at our innocent action led to no 
such fatal consequences. 


There- are bees on the asters 011 
the other side of the woods, and we 
can take a chance on their being 
wild ones. 
We hasten over to the 
field and trap several more 'in our 
box and find' a suitable stump to set 
the box on. 


This time we- manage to line the 
second bee out,, and as the line leads 
to the woods, our hopes for a suc­ 
cessful hunt are raised. 
We decide 
that the line passes by a tree with 
a blasted top about half a mile away. 
It is well to have some object to m ark 
it by. 


We wait for further developments. 
Presently one of our little friends 
we released with a load of honey 
comes buzzing back. 
H ear his high- 
pitched 
humming?' 
That 
is pre­ 
cisely the same note robbers make 
when, having had a taste of graft, 
they hover before a strange hive pre­ 
paratory to a raid. 
Our bee couldn't 
have been gone more than five m in­ 
utes. 
T hat means its nest is only 
a short distance away, as it is. said 
that bees, on an average, will take 
five m inutes to fly a mile and spend 
about two m inutes unloading. 
And 
our bee has brought others with him, 
which is more evidence of the near­ 
ness of the nest. 


Felicitating ourselves on our luck, 
we close the slide of the box and 
move forward on the line so as to 
be nearer to the woods. 
Again we 
open the box and soon it is fairly alive 
with bees th at have rushed from their 
nest to get a share of .the spoils. 
This practical demonstration of in­ 
stinct excites our profound interest, 
and we cannot choose but marvel at 
the omnipotence of the Creator who 
packs so much intelligence in crea­ 
tures so tiny and delicate. 


Again we take a squint at a bee 
as it circles about the box before de­ 
parting with a load. 
Having seen 
it bear for home, we are able to cor­ 
rect our line. 
Wo thought it led to 
the left of the blasted tree, but now 
we know it leads just to the right. 
Very good. 
We take the box and 
move off thirty or forty rodg1 to one 
side. 
This enables us to start the 
bees on a cross-line; a line, that is, 
which will meet our original one at 
an acute angle. The object, of course, 
is to fix definitely the situation of the 
nest, which, as bees invariably take 
a straight line for home, will be at 
the vertex. 
It sounds simple, but we 
find th a t to m ake the calculation to 
a nicety out in the open is far from 
easy. 
In fact, after we have started 
two or three bees on the cross-line 
we have only a hazy notion as to 
where the vertex of our angle may 
be. 
We advance, however, in the di­ 
rection of where we think it is. 


Ju st before plunging back into the 
woods, we stop to get another line 
work, 
We don’t have ta trap the 
bees now; for they are about us in 
great numbers, and the instant we 
withdraw the slide of the box they 
are at the honey. 
So much has been 
carried off th at another filling of the 
feeder is necessary. 
Our latest line 
shows us we are heading in the right 
direction. 
We re-enter 
the 
woods 
and press 011. 


After we have put about half a 
mile between us and our original 
stand, we once more expose the honey 
and m ake the im portant discovery 
that we have passed beyond the bee- 
tree; for our little friends are tu rn ­ 
ing back on the line. 
We m ark the 
spot, and 
hasten back 
some forty 
rods. 
Again we expose the honey. 
Good; 
the bees have resumed their 
original direction. 
In other words, 
we are very near to the bee-tree, as 
it m ust be between us and the spot 
where the bees turned back. 
The 
time has come when we can cross­ 
line to great advantage. 
We leave 
the box where it is, and about ten 
or twelve rods to one side pour some 
honey on the ground. 
Thus we have 
the bees flying into their tree from 
two directions. 
We eagerly seek the 
spot where we calculate that the two 
lines meet. 


Arriving there, we find a cluster 
of trees, and we cannot be sure which 
one contains the nest. 
So we make 
a careful examination of them all, 
looking especially for hollows, and 
using our field-glass to sw’eep the 
tops. 
Suddenly we exclaim, "H ere 
they are!" 
Up near the top of a tall 
chestnut we cau plainly see the bees . 


passing !n and out of a cavity In the 
limb. 
Our elation is pardonable; for 
not all hunters find a tree as easily 
as we did; sometimes they have to 
keep lining and cross-lining until they 
actually see the bees flying from the 
honey into the tree. 


But, now that we have found the 
tree, how are we going ^o get at the 
nest, fifty feet in the air? 
It is too 
fine a chestnut to chop down, and the 
only thing to do is to climb it. 
For 
this we 
shall need 
various imple­ 
ments, and, after m arking the tree 
for identification, we return home. 
A young farm er to whom we confide 
our discovery is impressed by our 
statem ent th at the bees seem to be 
pretty fair Italians, and volunteers 
to climb the tree, if we will permit 
him to capture the colony to start an 
apairy with. 
As we do not w ant the 
bees, nor have much zeal for the 
climbing job, we gladly close with hi* 
offer. 


A ccording^, on 
the next 
after­ 
noon, all three of us start for the bee- 
tree, formidably armed with a pair 
of stell-spurred climbers, an axe, saw 
and auger, fang lengths of rope and 
clothes-line, a good-sized basket, bee- 
veils and a bellows bee-smoker. This 
last object, borrowed from a neigh­ 
boring apiary, burns rotted wood to 
create smoke to- puff at bees when 
they show too enthusiastic a desire 
ta get rid of th eir stings. 
Upon our 
arrival at the tree 
ie young farmer 
straps the climbers to his legs, ties 
an' end of the clothes-line about his 
waist and cautiously ascends. 
W hen 
lie reaches the limb containing the 
nest h e puts on a veil and hauls up, 
by means 
of the 
clothes-line, the 
auger and the smoker. 
Crawling out 
to the entrance of the nest, he takes 
the precaution to send in a puff or 
two of smoke. 
You may kill bees 
by the score and succeed only in stir­ 
ring up the survivors to renewed 
fury, but a little smoke usually m akes 
them as- gentle as lambs. 


Sometimes bee hunters slaughter 
the entire 
colony with 
brimstone;., 
but such an 
unsportsm anlike 
pro­ 
ceeding is not to be tolerated,, unless 
there is good reason for the m assa­ 
cre, such as is presented when the 
woods are full of Germans and hy­ 
brids, and apiarists in the vicinity 
wish to keep their Italian colonies 
pure. 
An apiarist in Tenessee,. It 
may be said in this connection, is now 
offering 
a substantial 
reward for 
every colony of German or hybrid 
bees taken "dead or alive" within 
four miles of his hives. 


AH the honey bees in this country 
having originally been imported from 
Europe or Asia, there is 110 racial 
difference between the wild ones and 
the domesticated; those that live in 
trees are simply the descendants of 
those th at from time to tim e have 
taken 
"French 
leave" 
from their 
owners', hives and reverted to a state 
of nature. 
The vast bulk of the wild 
bees are of thé German or black 
race, while the standard domesti­ 
cated bee is the Italian; but that, 
however, is only ^because the Ger­ 
mans were the first to be introduced 
here. 
Ju st when, the Germans came 
is in doubt, but it was sometime in the 
seventeenth century; certainly it was 
not until near the close of the eight­ 
eenth century th at any bees were 
found west of the Mississippi. 
The 
Indians used to say they could m ark 
the advance of the white man by the 
appearance' of bees in the woods. The 
Italian bees were first imported in 
18 60. 
Better tempered and more in­ 
dustrious than the Cermans, they 
have become very popular with apiar­ 
ists; but as many still keep the Ger­ 
man bee, and others have the hybrid 
formed by the crossing of the two 
races, while countless Italians now 
have taken to the woods, there to 
breed more hybrids, it is clear that 
there is no sure way of distinguish­ 
ing between the wild bee and the 
domesticated. 


W hen honey is the only object of 
the hunter the custom is to open the 
hollow, cut out the combs and lower 
them in a basket or pail; but if you 
w ant the bees as well, it is advisable 
to obtain possession of the whole sec­ 
tion of the tree containing the nest. 
Such a thing is not always feasible; 
but the young farmer has decided 
th at it is in this case. 
F irst he bores 
holes in the limb with the auger, to 
see how far the hollow extends. Then 
we send him up the saw and axe. 
He cuts off the part of the limb ex­ 
tending beyond the hollow, 
Now he 
is ready for the rope, which he hauls 
up at the end of the clothes-line. He 
ties the rope about the limb, passes 
the free end of the rope over a limb 
a little higher up and lets it drop 
to the ground. 
There we keep tight 
hold of the rope until he saws and 
chops the desired limb free from the 
tree, and it is lowered gently to the 
ground. 


We now have an opportunity to 
examine our prize. 
Ono of the de­ 
lights of bee hunting is the uncer­ 
tainty as to whether your work is to 
be rewarded with a hundred pounds 
of honey or practically none. It looks 
as if we should get about fifty pounds. 
Some of it probably will be the pro­ 
duct of previous seasons, and it is 
all sure to be a mixture produced 
from the various kinds of flowers; 
but such is wild hcnev, and there has 
been the joy in the finding of it! 


The young farm er agrees th at the 
bees are nearly pure ItaiV.n3. 
He 
will leave the log whero it is until 
toward dark. 
By that time all the 
bees will have found and returned 
to their nest. 
The entrance can then 
be closed with a screen, the Jog car­ 
ried home and the bees transferred 
to a hiye. 
Thus the little çreaturea 
will have a better home than they 
had before, and we shalj have the 
satisfaction of 
Jknowing 
th at they 
were not made to suffer because of 
our sport.— From the Outing Maga? 
zine.

Deceiving the Plants. 


At the Royal 
Botanical 
gardens, 
London, experiments are now in pro­ 
gress in the use of electricity as a 
substitute for the sun as an agency 
in the growth 
of 
certain 
plants. 
These experiments will continue for 
a year and a half or longer. 
Among 
the plants which are now being sub­ 
jected to electrical treatment are to­ 
matoes 
and 
fuchsias. 
The 
house 
which contains the interesting plants 
is fitted with a traveling arc lamp, 
violet being used. 
The electrical ap­ 
paratus installed can be made to do 
the same as sunlight—such, at-least, 
is the result anticipated from the ex­ 
periments. 
At night the leaves of 
the sensitive Mimosa pudica 
drop 
over, but when the arc lamp is ap ­ 
plied for about half an hour the effect 
upon the plant is the same as if it 
were in the sunshine.--Philadelphia 
Bulletin.

Lumber Camp Deer Butchers. 


In certain districts of the Adiron- 
dacks the depredations of the lumber 
camps on the deer supply are continu­ 
ous, extensive and 
serious. 
The 
crews are fed on venison taken in 
close season by French Canadian em­ 
ployes of the camps. 
The number 
of deer destroyed is very large. 
The 
extent and nature of the illicit hunt­ 
ing are recognized, but owing to the 
peculiar conditions surrounding tho 
camps the game protectors have not 
been able to cope with the evil. 


It is proposed by Adirondack resi­ 
dents and other interested persons to 
ask at the coming session of the Leg­ 
islature the enforcement of a law to 
forbid the possession of firearms in 
the close season within the limits of 
the Adirondack park. 
It is believed 
that this would go far to solve the 
difficulty, for the lumber camp butch­ 
ers could hardly use their arms with­ 
out discovery, and if the penalty of 
fine or imprisonment with confisca­ 
tion of the illicit weapons were at­ 
tached there would be need of only a 
very few convictions to put a sum­ 
mary stop to the butchery of deer for 
feeding tree choppers. 


It is true that under the law as it 
now stands relative to non-resident 
hunters something might be done to 
check the ravages of the Canadians 
in the North Woods; for the statute 
forbids them from 
hunting unless 
they shall have paid a non-resident 
license fee of $25 if they come from 
Ontario or Quebec. 
None of these 
hunters have any such license; and 
every one of them is subject to a 
penalty for hunting without a li­ 
cense; but the protectors have not 
been able to detect the violators; and 
here as generally throughout the 
State the non-resident provision hv..

Although many substitutes 
have been introduced, such as steel, 
cattle horn and turkey quills, nothing 
htts yet been found that competes 
with it in a combination of all the 
qualities above noted. 
It is there­ 
fore unrivaled as material for use in 
whips, corsets, for dress stays and 
similar purposes. 


The- cutting of whalebone, that is, 
changing the rough slabs into the 
forms and sizes suitable to the differ­ 
ent uses, is carried on principally in 
NeYV York City and Boston. 
There 
are four factories in New York City 
and one in Boston.’ The number of 
workmen employed is smail, rarely 
exceeding forty, all told.— Bureau of 
Fisheries Document.
